Three more sons were born , Denton in Provo, John Ephraim and 
George Franklin in Heber» This made a family of \seven boys and 
three girls. They became one of the most influential families in 
the Valley. 

After growing to manhood amid the struggles of pioneer 
life, Father became a member of the BlackHawk Army, who so brave 
ly protected the homes af their loved onese Indians were becoming 
numerous and a great menace to the community, stealing their horses 
and cattle.
